FROM THE PYM SOCIAL ORDER COMMITTEE 


(This is a draft of a statement considered 
by the Social Order Committee which was 
not adopted, but provoked such interest- 
ing discussion that the committee wants 
it circulated for general response by 
Friends.) 

At the founding of the U.S.A. as an inde- 
pendent nation her national goals included, 
“To establish justice, ensure domestic tran- 
quility, and promote the general welfare 

...” These aims are so interrelated that 
action to further any one of them inevitably 
strengthens the others also. 

Pacific Yearly Meeting is international, 
but since the majority of its members reside 
in the U.S.A. we feel entitled and compelled 
to speak in love and concern to the American 
people, especially those who are also Friends. 

The three most pressing problems of Am- 
erica today, race, poverty and violence, are 
the natural consequence of failure to realize 
that when it becomes possible to meet the 
basic physical needs of all the people and 
that is not done, poverty becomes injustice, 
injustice breeds poverty of spirit in both 
those who exploit and those who suffer; 
constructive solutions appear impossible; 
and violence, however self-defeating, seems 
better than the soul-destroying existence of 
living with these evils. 

We understand and value the drive for 
self respect that finds expression in the slo- 
gans “black power” and “Black is beautiful,” 
recognizing that without self respect there 
can be no respect for others except that 
rooted in fear. However, we continue to 
affirm that only a constant effort to seek 
out and speak to that of God in every man 
can necesarily lead to a way of life which 
excludes the toleration of injustice, violence, 
or unnecessary suffering—that only love can 
serve as the foundation of a creative society. 

There are many problems and possibilities 
for action. We do not list them here because 
the one essential action is for individuals to 
sensitize themselves and those around them 
to the immediate problems and opportunities 
of their own situations. Wherever people ac- 
cept injustice, whether as agents, victims, or 
merely observers, that attitude must be op- 
posed. Where people do not realize that con- 
cern for the general welfare means that all 


members of the community have a right to 
receive the basic necessities of life if that 
is possible, they must be taught. Where 
people are likely to turn to violence, they 
must be shown how to live in love. We 
encourage everyone to work toward replac- 
ing confrontations of groups with other 
groups, conscious only of difference, by all 
types of meaningful individual encounters, 
remembering that anyone who does not seek 
some means of creative action is supporting 
things as they are.

FRIENDS FELLOWSHIP OF HEALING 


The Fellowship held an open meeting at 
PYM; presented were plans for organization 
for the coming year, accounts of the begin- 
nings of groups during the preceding year— 
in Claremont, Whittier, Santa Barbara, San 
Francisco, Palo Alto, and Seattle—and de- 
scriptions of methods practiced, by groups 
and by individuals. 

In one Meeting, the beginning of a group 
came about when a Friend asked for help. 
“Two or three together” met for this pur- 
pose, then continued working part of the 
time in a community of spirit from their 
homes. In other cases, either a small new 
group, or one already existing for study or 
for mid-week worship, used their time to- 
gether to deepen their inner life with their 
emphasis on healing as the need arose. 

The concensus reached in the gathering 
at Yearly Meeting was that a Friends Fel- 
lowship of Healing is, in essence, Friends’ 
worship: with the focus on helping someone 
to wholesomeness by surrendering him, in 
love, to the healing Light, continuing this 
with regularity as long as necessary. Guid- 
ance is available through lists of helpful 
books, but there was general agreement that 
no reading can compare with the action of 
centering down into the stillness in which 
individually and corporately we can invite 
and permit the presence of God in us to do 
His work. 

Those of the FFH people who wanted to 
do so met for half an hour of silent worship 
at 7 a.m. every morning on the wall of the 
rose garden in front of St. Mary’s Chapel, 
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something I’m sure we all wished we could 
do all year. 

There are so far in our Yearly Meeting 
six Meeting Fellowships and one postal. The 
latter includes all those Fellowship members 
who do not have a Fellowship of Healing in 
their own Meeting; the correspondent is 
Elizabeth Van Dolsen, P.O. Box 1902, Gua- 
lala, CA 95445, ph.

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


The statement of the Friends’ Conference on the 
Draft (July-August ’68 PYM Bulletin, p. 9) is an 
excellent addition to Friends’ thinking which merits 
frequent rereading. For clarity with its stimulus to 
action, however, I’d suggest short positive state- 
ments in place of the negative or indirect. The 
Conference implied—but I would state: “A man’s 
allegiance is always properly first to his conscience, 
not to the state. A government has no right ever 
to demand the life or part of the life of any person.” 


If large numbers are won over to allegiance to 
conscience, though, it will be because through that 
allegiance many lives are freed and wrongs are 
ended in international conflicts. Opportunity for such 
works of spiritual allegiance is offered by the turn- 
ing of increasing numbers away from government 
and to voluntary organizations for defence against 
injustice, tyranny, and violence. This trend seems 
long term and due to perennial government failures 
in conflict. Of these Viet Nam is only the most 
recent, 

The worst of nationalism may need to be re- 


placed by such voluntary action before a morally 
acceptable world sovereign government can be de- 


veloped.
